French Pox and Lnes Venetca dif 
allow'd. Alvys. Laiſings noted. 
Anii-venereal Medic aments what 
The Pox not an Epidemic Dijeaſe, 
againſt T.conicents , Fracaſtorins 
and Maſſu. Not a New and Ex 
traordinary Diſcaſe. Shown to be 
Sporadic here,and Endemial in the 
Ip. Indies. 


His Calamitow Diſeaſe has 

| many Namcs , ſome whereof 

we pals by , as bewyg, _ 
an 
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Ind affected; or barbarous and 
Vlaſphemous. The moſt apt Names 
are Morbus Indicus , Hiſpanicus vel 
Neapolitanus ; but the molt uſual is 
the Frexch Pox. For moſt Nations 
m Ezrope commonly uſe that Ap- 
ellation. And Leo Africanus (De+ 
ferip. Afric. It. 1.) aſſurcs us, *tis 
{o called in many parts ol Africa , 
as at Tznis in Barbary, and in A:- 
gyþt,as alſo in Syria in Afiz'; & that 
the Muhometans uſual . Imprecati- 
on 13, Te Morbus male perdat Galli- 
us. But methinks, *tis pity to athx 
the Title on the French and rob the 
Lalians of that Honour 3 bccaule 
*twas firſt brought trom the Indies 
by Columbus an Ttulian, and at Ny- 
ples \ixli ſhew'd it felt to Chrilien- 
dome, and.at this day is more com- 
mon in T1taly than in, any other 
Country in Errope, as 15 gencrally 
attcltcd by Nalian Phylicians theme 
flves. But cſpecially becautc fome 
Eatians ſeem to glory in its Hier, 
$o& Ner 
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Mercurialis an Ttalizn Phyſician 
(cap. 2. de Morbo Gallico) faycs, Ideo 
laus eft Trtalorum ut abundent hog 
morbo, quia indulgent Veneri & 
utuntur paſſim milieribus infects , 
ut non mirum - fit eſſe pecultiarem 
morbum noſtrarum plagarum. Aud 
they tell us, That tincc the Pox has 
been ſo familtar with them, it has 
donc them a double Kindneſs; for, 
1. It has in good part freed them 
trom thc Plague, tor (incc the Pox 
came among, them, they are ſeldom 
troublcd with the Feſt, whereas in 
former Ages *tiwas far more fierce” 
and trequent than it has bcen ſince. 
2, They ovblcrve that ſince 
they had the Pox, the Leproſy has 
almolt lcft them, {0 that now cve- 
ry Lagarci#to in Italy is filled with 
Neapolitans. 
Some others in complement to 
the French forbcar the ValgarName, 
and call it Lacs Venzrea. But though 
their Civility deſerves Commenda-' 
tO: 
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_ tion, yet this Denomination can- 


not be atlow'd. For Lwes, 2s Ifi- 
drwus obſerves (Orig. lib.4. caps 6.) 
is the Plague or a Peſtilential and 
Epidemic Diſeaſe. And as Feſtus 
fayes , Lnes eſt diluens uſque ad 
nihil, traftum 4 Greco Nuav. So 
in the judgment of all who under- 
ſtand the Propriety of Words, Lwes 
denotes an Epidemic or Peſtilential 
Diſeaſe, procceding, from a Com- 
mon Caule, and killing the greater 
part of thoſe who receive Infcti- 
on. But the Pox is not an Fpide- 
mic but Sporadic Diſeaſe 3 *tis not 
reccived from any common Infe- 
&ion in the Air, but by Contact of 
infected Bodies. Again, Les, or 
the Peſt, deſitroyes the greatcr part 
of the Infe&ted : but moſt of thoſe 
who have the Pox live, and may 
be cur'd. And Jaſtly, Les 1s an 
Acute Diſeaſe, but the Pox 1s Chro- 
Nice 2. Nor can it properly be 
term'd FVenerea» For that fignihes 

rl 
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a Diſeaſe received by the uſe of 
I'enery. But this Diſeaſe is not al- 
waycs got by Venus : for Children 
get it by ſucking Intedtious Nur- 
ſ:s3 and Nurſcs often receive it 
from infected Infants. And moſt 
Phylicians tell us tis to be got by 
profuſe killing of women who have 
Pockie Ulcers in their Mouths; as 
alſo by lying in the ſheets wherein 
Neapolitans have ſweats That 
therefore's an unſufferable Capri- 
chio in Aloyſius Luifinus, who calls 
his Colledtion of Authors who 
hive writ of the Pox 'Aq@ ,0na- 
21, aSif 'AÞe@oNTh or Venus and 
the Fox were one and the ſame 
Identic thing. Þ with Dr. H. would. 
conlider the Title of his Book, Ve» 
ms unmagskt. Thole alſo fall into 
the ſame Errour, who call their 
Medicines againſt the Pox Anti-ve= 
xereal Remedies. For an Antivene= 
real Medicine , according, to the 


crue import of the word, 1s that 
which 
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CE A Natable Expedient 
which is given to luxurious perſons: 
to rcprets ; the farions dcfires of Ve- 
us ; as thoſe Arne Caſlitatis (0 
often mentioned in Authors, but 
cſpccially when they creat of. Frroy 
Uterinus. Allo Anti-venereal may 
{ignify thoſe Alrgic Compoſitions 
nlcd by Sorcerers to difable marry” 
Perſons from Venus. 

Phyſicians difter about the Origiz 
of the Pox : for, 1. Some hold it 
to be an Epidemic Dilcaſe, and by. 
conſequence .to procecd from a 
Common cauſe : and of this Opini- 
on 1S Leonmcenw, Fracaſtorias, Nic. 
Maſſ. and lome others» But yct 
theſe men diftcr about this Commozs 
Cauſe; tor formic ko! it to bc a mas» 
lign Influence dexiv'd from a Con- 
junction ot Satura, Mars and Ve- 
##s, &c, And this is the Opinion, 
of. Maſſa in his Book of the Po:vs 
But Leonicensus will have it to be a 
grcat Inundation of Tyber-in P.' A- 
lexanders time, which drowned the 
great» 
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greatclt part of Rome,” and corrupt=- 
& thc Air: from whence he ima- 
gincs the Pex to have had its firſt 
Beginning, And this he endea- 
vours to confirm by telling us, that 
in P. Felagius's timc Tyber ovcr- 
flow'd his banks, aud upon that 
Ipundation preſcatly cnlu'd the 
Pejt and a ſtrange ill-natur'd Scab 
or Mangineſi, which the Phylicians: 


of that age could not care. And' s 


he faycs the like happen'd in P.Bo= 
rife 4th's daycs alſo. 

Here two: things arc to be re+ 
marqued : 1. That *tis probable the 
Favourcrs of this Opinion firſt cal- 
Iced the Pox Luecs Ver. ſuppoling it 
a General Epidemic Diſeaſe procced-! 
ing from a Common Cauſe. . 2.That 
theſe men were. of opinion it would 
in time ſereſcere, decay,and be quite 
antiquated, as other Epidemic Di- 
ſtempers are. 

But the Rcaſons effercd by Fegu- 
caſt. and his Partizans have not at 
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all ſatisfy*d the world, or convin* 
ced us that *tis Epidemic , or, that 
It will in fature Ages abandon 
theſe parts of the World. For, 
T1, We have no Reaſon to bcelicye it 
Epidemic, or, to proceed from a 
Common Canſe , as the pernicious 
Influence ot Stars, or Corruption 
of Air z becauſe Diſcaſes procced- 
ing from ſuch Cauſcs never conti= 
nue long, but when the bad Influ- 
cence is at an End, and the Air freed' 
from that adventitious venemous 
quality, they end alſo : But the 
Pox has continucd ſome Ages, and 
with as much frercencſs as cvcre 
Nor, 2. have we any Grounds to 
believe (as ſome cndeavonr to per= 
{wade us ) that the Pox does de- 
cline, and by degrees abate of its 
former Fury : for our daily Obfer- 
vation tells us the contrary.and that 
*tis to the tull as ticrce and formida» 
ble as ever, 

2+ Some others athirm the Pox to 
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be a New and Extraordinary Diſ- 
eaſe, (cnt by Heaven as a puniſh» 
mcnt to the extravagant Lufts of 
Mankind. And theſe men are {o 
far from belicving as the others , 
viz. That it does decline and abate 
of its former fury, and will in time 
abandon theſe parts, that on the 
contrary they think it advanced to 
a higher Degrce of Malignity, and 
attended with crucller Symptoms 
than *twas in the beginning. Rz- 
dixs not only thinks it will conti> 
nue to the end of the world , but 
fears that in a matter of $0 years 
*fwill infec all Mankind, Er for» 
fitan,quod Dews avertat, 80. aut paws 
lo plurium aunorumn fpacio omnem bu- 
marnam progeniem invaſura (de 
Morb. occ. & ven. lib. 5. cap-11+) 
An. a certain London Phyſician has 
af}: that all this Nation has a 
Torch i the Pox and Scuroy 

3- The Third Opinion is of 
thoſe wo atiirm the Pox with us to 
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be a Sporadic Diſeaſe receiv'd only 
by contact of infectious bodies : 
but in ſome part of the Tf Tadies 
"tis Topic and Fudemial engender'd 
by bad dict , bad water and un- 
wholeſom Air, as the Leproſy in 
Egypt, Great Spleens and the Scars 
wy in Holſand, This Opinion of aH 
others ſeems trueſt, as I have fully 
demonſirated in my Treatiſe of the 
Pox. The firſt Opinion 1s already 
confuted 3 the Second is alſo falſe : 
for the Pox is not a New and Ex= 
zraordinary Diſcaſe fent by Divine 
Fufticez for *twas brought into 
Chriſtendome from the IYeſt Indies 
by Columbus and the Sp, miards, and 
3 6g by Contagion and In- 
tion, as 1s notoriouſly known 
lenchl by all. Nor 153t now 
more herce than *twas in the begin 
. Ning, but continues ſtil] the very 
ſame. The Ground of this Miſ- 
take'I conceive to be this: Theſe 
cn did not take. a full and com- 
prehenfive 
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prehcnſive view of the Pox, as *cis 
in the ſeveral parts'of the World, 
but only conſider'd 'it -as'it now 
ſhows it ſelf in ſome Northern cold 
Country. For the Pox docs notably 
differ according to the temper and 
quality of the Country. In the 
Torrid Zone tis mild and gentle , (© 
allo in Barbary, Egypt, and among 
the Aftatiqze Turks "tis not Outra*? 
Sous. But in Spain and Iraly *tis 
more crucl. So the tarther North- 
ward you go, the more fierce you't 
find it: tor in Germany, Holland 
and Great-Britain it handles the. 
Patient more roughly than un Zraly, 
Spain or France. And the Danes, 
the Swedes and the Ruſſizins will in» 
form you that ic deals more rudely: 
with them than wich ws or the 
Hollander. The Dilcalc in it felt. 
without doubt 1s juli as it was ut . 
the beginnnty,, but it the Hollander 
£Etinds his Pox not accompanied with 
ſuch mild Symptoms as the Spanifh 
OL 
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or Italian Phyſicians mention , let 
him not think there's any Alteratis 
on made in the Diſcaſe z but let 
him impute it wholly to the diffe- 
rence of Climates, and to the cold, 
foggy Air of that humid Region, 
In like manner thoſe who embrace 
the firlt opinion, viz+ that it does 
decline and abate of its former fury, 
ought to confider, that now Phy- 
ſicians have found out an Expedite 
Way to cure it, and abate its Sym- 
ptoms3 but at firſt they had no 
certain Remedies, but let it run on 
to its height. And, belides , the 
French Army bctore Naples feeding 
upon unwholeſome diet, the Infec- 
Gtion met with Bodics full of ill hu- 
mours and ſtrangely diforder'd: All . 
which might encreaſe the Diſeaſe , 
and raiſe its malignity to an higher 
degree in that Army at that 
time, than *twas in other places 
where their Bodies were not fo dif- 
pos'd. So that {ti}] the _—— 
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the ſamcy and as furious as ever; 
but now *tis checkt and kept uuder, 
and formerly *twas not.

For this aggregative 
Evil is like IIov9Weg's Box, out of 
which all other Diſeaſes and Mifs 
chiefs iſſne, When a man is at- 
taqu'd with the Pox, he has not one 
ſingle Diſeaſe alone, but a Legion 
of Maladies preſently after ſcize his 


Gonorrheas, 
Y Nu 
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Buboes, Chancres, Carnncles, Stran- 
grries, ftoppages of Urine, Chironi- 
an and Telephiahn Ulcers; Fiſtulas, 
l-iuatur'd__Scabsi,. Tetters,... Eroſion 
and Rottenneſ} of Bones, Loſs of hair, 
Falling of -Naſes , conſuming of the 
Palat of the Mouth, Loſi of Speech , 
Deafneſs, Blindneſs, terrible raching 
Night-pains, Invincible Hea-ath , 
bofs of Sculls, Fslling- ſicker; Cont 
eulſions > Apoplexics > "danzerous 
Catarrhs and Defiuxions bf Rhewm, 
whence enſue- perilous - Aſthmas , 
ſpitting of Bloud, Conſuneptions. Hes. 
ach Feavers , wonderful Extenua- 
#704 of Body, Gnmmoſities, Nodes , 
and Tophaceous Excreſcencies. Theſe, 
and an hundred morc are the dire 
Companions of the Pox. And 
who can but wonder, that miſera-' 
ble man ſhould be ſo deſperately -- 
hardy, and ſo abſorpt in Senſuality, - 
as for one moment of vaniſhing 
pleaſure, to involve himſelK in ſach 
an Abyſs ot laſting Miſeries * But, 
when 
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' when I conſider the Imperious and 
charming Power of a Good Face , 
the bewitching Artifices of Wo- 
men, and Man's #atrral Proper 
fion to Venns, the cpu) and rapid 
violence of his Pafſion, it draws me 
from Admiration to' Commiſerati- 
017. For we arc all ogroiome0ds , 
ſubject to the ſame Paſſions, to the 
ſame Propenſions and Inclinations 
of Nature, That man ſaid exccl- 
lent well in the Comedy , Homo 
ſum , hatmani a me mbil alicuum 
prto, For though {ome have that 
Fortitude not to be hurri'd along 
. with this brutiſh Paſſion 3 yet are 
they not to inſult over others, who 
have more of Paſo, and leſs of 
Prudence than themſclves. For 
Greennels of years, and Vechcmen« 
cy of the Temptation, though be- 
tore God they avail the Delinquent 
-nething at-all3 yct oftght they to 
ment Compallion from us , who 
have been our felvcs too often at- 
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Cfaulied; by thele impetuous Moti- 
ons twaiitaants Nature. It was 
.therctore Commiſeration that . caus'd 
-me to {pcnd ſo many good hours 
and years in {tudying to. help thele 
.zniſcrable;Perſons. Formerly I did 
Þdlicvg. that.all choſc,who had-ouce 
folt-the fury of tb Diſeaſe, would 
aiterwards be more wary 3 burt1 
was decciv'd, and my conſtant Ob- 
{crvations have now ſatished me to 
the.contrary. For many do {o in- 
duJge chis bruttſh \Pafſiou, that .as 
ſoon as they are out of the Phyii- 
clan's Hands, they run  prelcutly 
into the Arms and Embraces of inte- 
ctcd Courtizans. 'Nay., -t00- fre- 
quently we find, that whilſt they 
axe under Cure, they ſeerctly conti- 
" nue the ſame Courles. 

Deum conteſtor, I call the Eter- 
nal and Immortal God to witnels, 
whem I : dere and ferve, aud who 
25 conſcious to all my Thoughts and 
Secrets, that I have not __ d 
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this Treatiſe with any defign or-de- 
-fire to indn]ge or countenance 1t- 
continent perſons in their Luſts and 
-Ueteſtable Lives 3 but merely for the 
"Good of theer Perſons, for the Safery 
and Security of the Sober part of

This 
Expediviq contitts of two things, 
the firit whereot is, alaying down 
{ome Defenſive Remedies to {ocurc 
particular perſons trom recciving 
Irfettion trom Pockie Women. The 
ſecond is a Secluſiow ot intect cd 
Courtizans from Publique Con- 
verſe,but yct fo as thisSeclſiom may 
be commodious to this Nation, and 
_ alſo adclign of Charity to the Pro» 
ftitntes themfelves. We {hall dit- 
courle of this Secluſlony towards the 
end of this Treatitc. But in thc 
hrſt place wc will enquire attcr the 
Defenſives, and lay thum down in 
a plain, familiar , and intelligible 
Mcthod ; and alto call in a dozca 
of the learned(t Phylicians in Chrt- 
ſtendom, to pive their Sentunerts 
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in the Caſe 3 whoſe Fudgments and . 
Preſcriptions will farther explicate, 
contirm,and enlarge the whole bu- 
lineſs. 

But firſt we are to conſider three 
things+ Firſt, what kind of Pock.y 
IFomen are moſt dangerous and in- 
fe&tfous, amd when? Secondly, 
what men are moſt apt to receive 
Infection? and Thirdly,the Way 
orManuner how the Pox is imparted 
to the body. 

1. What kind of. Pockie Women: 
are moſt dangerous? I anſwer, 
that young Women. are more intfe- 
Gious than Ancient: ſo alſo thoſe 
who are of a ſpare, thin,cholerigque 
Conſtitution. of bedy, and: alſo 
ſuch as are of a ſanguin, hat, and: 
moiſt complexion 3 and Jaſtly, thoſe 
who have the Pox complicate with 
the Scurvy, The Reaſon is mani- 
fett: . for young. women are moxe 
hot and moiſt than old, and by con» 
ſequence, the Venom in ſuch bodies

degree of Malignity» In bodies 
which are ſanguin, hot and moitt, 
the Venom is active, ſpirituous , 
and quick, becauſe Heat and Moi- 
ſture increale PutrefaRion and Cor- 
ruption of Humoursz and being 
diffuſive- qualities, (oon communi- 
cate and, ſpread the Venom. And 
laſtly, the Scxrpy, in the judgment 
of all who have writ of it, is a ve- 
nemous contagious Diſeaſe , and 
ſomething of kin to the Pox 3 ſo 
according to the Proverb, Vis ni- 
za fortior, a combination of Venoms 
is moſt forcible. But of all Wo- 
men, ſhe whois dull, ſluggiſh, and 
of a plegmatique,groſs, cold Con- 
ſiitution 15 the leafi infections : for 
C4 {uch. 
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{ich a woman, if ſhe have no Go- 

aorrhea, nor Ulcers in the wierin 

Paſſage, does not very quickly:com-_ 
municate the Pox, but many times 
the firſt that converſes with her, 
receives no dammage at all z but 
the ſecond, who comes upon her 
when her body is heated, and the 
Venom agitated and ſtirr's, receives 
the Pox. A Gonorrhea and Ulcers in

an Gabriel Fallbppirs, in*s Book de 

morbo Gallico, cap.

So alſo, according to Saxonia, the 
Venom does inlinuate between the 
Glans and Prepuce,and more cloſe- 
Ty attaque the Patient.

3- The Jy or Manner how the 
TxfeCtion of the Pox 1s communica” 
ted to the Body, is thus: when a 
Woman gets the Pox from a Man, 
the Infection is ſometimes recci- 
v'd from the Chancres on the Ge- 
nital, but moſt commonly from his 
infectrous Sperm. When a Man: 
receives it from a Woman , the 
Contagion inſinuates into the 
Glans from the Uterin Paſſage, 
which commonly is full of Pockze 
Ulcers, or belmer'd with the 
virulent matter of a Gonorrbas:

Ego nihil 
ciſſe videor,8&&c, I might ſeen, ſays 
be; to haye done juſt nothing, uns, 
kfs al{oI teach you a way, how , 
any perſon ſecing a beautiful Siren, 
and converſing with her, although 
ſhe be infected, may yet be ſecur'd 
from the Pox. I was always of 
Opinion, that there was ſome way 
fo be'u8?d, to prevent Chancres and 


the Poxy, But what is this way ?

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I told you formerly, that theſe 
Chancres (or Ulcers on the Genital) 
wcre caus'd by little venemous bo- 
dics, imparted from the infectious 
woman, and being recciv'd into 
the poroſitics of the glans, cauſe an 
Eruption of Ulcers ; therefore *tis 
neceſlary , that after Venus we 
forthwith cleanſe away this vene- 
mous matter from the Glaus. But 
if it has infinuated into the Pores , 
notwithſtanding we waſh the parts 
with Wine, Urine or Water, -yet 
we cannot waſh off the matter. And 
this frequently falls out in thoſe, 
who have the glans tender, and co- 
ver'd with the prepuce. How 
therefore muſt we proceed? I ever 
believ'd that we might lay down 
ſome Remedy , which has: power 
of its own miturc to penetrate the 
Skin, and difſperſe the malignant 
matter, orelſe to draw it forth , 
or dry it up, and overcome it. 
Therefore I have inventcd this en- 

ſuing. 
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ſiiing Remedy. But becauſe we 
muſt court theſe Courtizans, and 
win their Aﬀections, it is not con- 
venient to carry Oyntments and 
Salves along with us 3 theretore I 
have found out the uſe of a tine lin- 
nc Rag, imbu'd and impregna- 
ted with a Medicinal virtue, which 
may conveniently be carri'd with 
uS-—— As oft therctorc as any ſhall 
pollute himſelf with. theſe Strum» 
pets, let him ( if poſſibly he can) 
waſh the Genital part : afterwards 
let him apply the Medicinal Rag , 
being cut and exactly proportion'd 
to cover the whole glaxs : let him, 
Flay, after cottion apply it to the 
glans, and cover it with the Pre- 
price. Tf you fear Ulcers in the V- 
rinary paſſage, put this Preſervative 
Einyen into that paſſage. T have 
experimented this Remedy in a thou- 
ſand 3 and, TI cal! the Immortal God 
t0 witneſs, that nt one was infected. 
Obſerve alſo that any clean _

new ſoft Cotton, wrapt about the

of each one handful > Roſe-leaves 
a handful and half, Guaiacum two

pint and half, waters off Sow-thiſtle 
and Scabious two pints. Take the 
Wine and the Water , and infuſe the 
Guaiacum therein 24 hours ; then 
add the other things,and let them boyl 
Prill balf be conſum'd.

Let the wood be 
firſt ſteep'd a while day in the water 
and wine : afterwards boyl it until 
the third part be waſted; then put in 
the other things, and let them be ma- 
cerated a day ; after that boyl them 
wniil belf be conſum'd : then ſtrain 
it out, Be careful that the veſſel, 
wherein your Medicaments boyl, be 
well clos'd.

communicated - them chicfly for 
the uſe of thoſe whom the Greeks 
call ©yAupravers , 3. e. Perſons fo 
furiouſly tranſported with bratiſh 
Defrres that they are refolv'd to run 
the greateft hazard imaginable ra- 
ther than deny themſelves any $a- 
1faGion in that kind. But, I hope 
Jober perſons' will ill be wary, and 
not repoſe to5 much Confidence in 
any Defenſwes whatſoever 3 hut 
Ki} believe the P O .X a moſt perilous 
Diſeaſe, and in ſome Women moſt 
deſperately contagious: Rndins (de 
Morb. venens. lib.

And (lib. 5. c. 8.) hetells a remar- 
kable Story of a wanton young 
tcllow , who by kiſſing a Courtizan 
got ſuch a rate Pox upon by 
Tongne , tbat the beft Phyſicians and 
Chirwrgeans in: the City could not 
cure it , but he ſoon after miſerably 
expir'd. 

- I do really m—_ and avouch 
it that among all the Common Profti- 
tntes in' ths Town there's ſearce one 
but bas tbe Pox.

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Pockie,ayd Incarable Proftitutes. But 
you'l reply, they *re ſo numerous, 
what {ſhall we'do with them all ? 
{ will propole an Expedient , 
which may be Commodtous to this 
City : Advantageons to his Majc- 
ſties Intercſt in his Plantations ; 
and\a Deſign of Charity to the 
Wretcbes themſclves : which 15, to 
tranſport them to Jamaica andBar- 
bados. The Tranſportation of theſe 
Common and Jncurable Courtizans, 
1.Will be Commodioxs to this City 3 
For, will it not be a marvellous 
Contcntment to all, to- ſee this 
huge City clear'd of theſe peſtilent 
Creatures, and to have your beds 
ſecur'd from the Pox ? I am lure 
as the caſe tands now, many ſwb- 
ftantial Citizens arc daily ruin'd by 
cheſe womeu, and that not always 
by their own cxtravagancies, but 
too- often' by the fy rs of 
their Preatices, who uſually careſs 


theſe Courtizans out of their Ma- 
1 2;! ters 
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ſters Coffers. 2. It wil be Advans 
i of to his Majefties Plantations, 
. winch want people, ard may be 
mightily ſupply'd and cnlarg'd: by 
the Acceſs of ſo-mumerous a Party; 
which here are wholly unprofitas 
ble. And 3. It willbe a #ork of 
Stgnal Charity to the Proſtztuzes 
themſelves, to remit them and 
the Pax to the Indies from whence 
IX came. For 1. It will be a work 
of Charity to them in refpect of 
their Bajes : for this is the only 
way for them to attain a. Speedy 
and. Perfe Cure. Here in this 
cold Climate all the Art of Max 1s 
not able ever to cure them,thePox is 
fo profoundly rooted in their bones.
